St. Louis, July 7. — The convention 


was called to order nt 10:12. 
The 


crowds began flocking to the Coliseum 
early this morning for the second «es- 


- slon of the national democratic con- 


vention. Tlie reports of committees. 
several of which involved strenuous 
rights of the fights, are to be present- 
ed today. Including tho announcement 
of the proposed platform of the party. 
When thu latter Is reported It will 
be accompanied by n minority report 
prepared by llryan and an Interesting 


contest IB oxpoctod to occur on thn 
Moor. 
Naturally there was an nlr of 


suppressed excitement among tho del- 
egates which became communicate*! 
to tho galleries. Tho band wns In 
place at nine nnd played various se- 
lections as tho convention assembled. 
Tho galleries filled more quickly than 
tho floor. 
Many delegates had been 


sitting all night on committees nnd 
took their time upon reaching the 
hall. Tho Michigan delegation, which 
was deprived of scats yesterday ar- 
rived early, 
it was Ion-ton before 


temporary Chairman 
Williams 
ap- 


peared. 
There was no demonstra- 


tion as the crowd apparently did not 
recognize him.

rapped for order two minutes later 
the delegates gave him an ovation.

The report of the committee was then 
adopted.

Senator Molina, then 
proceeded to tho platform and ad- 
dressed, the convention. Thu minor- 
ity report In the Illinois contest was 
not ready at 10:50 and tho creden- 
tials committee agreed to give llryan 
further time to complete It. At 10:52 
It wns announced the report of tho 
'omnilttoe on permanent organization 
wax not ready and the members wore 
called for another . meeting.

Bosphorus from tho Black sea this 
morning In company with the Sevas- 
topol, the latter flying tho Red Cross 
lias and with her hull painted white, 
was slopped .

Russian embassy ami 
the porto. Tho vessel was then allow- 
ed to proceed. Vladivostok being her 
declared destination.

Tho Japanese casualties are reported 
as a thousand.

repulsed. 


Finally the Japanese, made a flnnlc 
movement nnd tho Russians narrowly 
escaped, being surrounded. The Rus- 
sian reinforcement aid came and tho 
czar's forces were enabled to retire.

LITTLE BASIS OF TRUTH 


Political Interest Is Not Waning—The Repub- 


lican Headquarters Is Still a Very 


Busy Place. " " '

Ho 
was In Milwaukee on lile way homo 
from Madison nnd while ho mot and 
talked with many personal friends 
and loaders of tho republican party 
and gave some Interviews, ho evaded 
the political situation very judicious- 
ly and loft tho administration lenders 
who had sent scouts to report,
